Everyone wants peace, and 
the urge for it grows •nore in¬ 
sistent as the day of peace 
draws closer. It is possible to 
steel oneself as we steeled our¬ 
selves in 1940 when we looked 
in the face of realit/ and saw 
there a threat that was stork 
and desperate. We could talk 
then of fighting on the beaches, 
on the landing grounds, the 
fields and the streets and the 
hills. 

But now it is diffei: nt. if we 
fight on the beaches and the 
landing grounds, they von't be 


our beaches and they won't he 
our Streets and hills. We have 
not the same inevitable compul 
sioii to continue that we had in 
1910. It is easier foi us to say, 
"Well, we can spare ourselves 
all that. After all, the enemy 
is beaten. No use rubbing it n. 
We’d better forget this unci n- 
ditional surrender idea and get 
it over, even if it is on a little 
easier terms, and get back to 
• irmal.” 

There is our present danger, 
for that is the counsel of half 

ccTplishm.nt, in which we 
ha\ e had a lesson that should 
not ba so easily forgotten. 

Back in 1916 the late great 
Earl of Rosebury »; loosed the 
r’mburgh Volunteer Corps. 

‘'Th- re is only one tiling 
which I sometimes fear," hi? 
said Tt is that when successes 
I ; 2 in there may be some weak- 
minded cry in this country for 
r premature peace. 1 hope that 
no man of you >v.il lead any sep 
port, to s ich a false and mislead 
,ng poiu’y. A premature peace 
means a short pca r e, and a war 
that will be eveu worse than 
th-3 to follow. 

“Therefore let us all unite 


in the resolve that while no ex¬ 
ertion shall be wanting oh our 
part to bring the war to a tri¬ 
umphant ooncluson & the Prus¬ 
sian bloodthirsty tyrants to 
their knees, yet, on the other 
hand not a finger will be ipis- 
ed to accel-irate peace beine it 
is justly due.”

World War become world-wide 
indeed until its bloody fingers 
acached out to touch every con 
tinent and every ocean. 

He didn’t live to see it, but 


he foretold it. 

We were tired of wav in 191b 
as wv arc tired of war in 1943. 
The relief from the lifted threat 
tends to soften our detemina- 
ton now, as it was softened 
then. We were ready to accept 
an assurance that in our hearts 
we knew was not true—that 
Germany had learned her lesson 
and had ceased forever to be 
a menace. 

We have seen the accelerated 
pace of war making the holo¬ 
caust of 1914-18 seem a gentle 
tling beside the expanding hos- 
ror and brutality of the four 
years past. Surely we have no 
need to learn that lesson again 

If we do, then 1960 will see 
i.Ji children face a tragic blood 
bath in which Warsaw and 
Nanking and Ledice are only a 
pale beginning. 

“Therefore let us all unite in 
I he resolve to bring the war to 
a triumphant conclusion, yet to 
rai-ie not a finger to accelerate 
rcnc; before it is justly due.”

Reports covering 142 Alberta 
townships where the crop is 
estimated to be less than five 1 
bushels to the acre are being 
sent to Federal authorities by 
Provincial officials it was learn 
ed in Edmonton recently. These 
notifications are made under 
the provisions of the Prairie 
Farmer Assistance Act, so that 
delay in making bonus pay¬ 
ments under the ac£ will be 
reduced to a minimum. 

Townships reporting crop 
failure are said to be mainly in 
the south eastern part of the 
Province. 

Assistance under the Act is 
is granted on two conditions. 
First, if the average yield in 
90 townships falls below five 
bushels per acre, due to causes 
other than hail. Crop Fa'e.ro 
Year may be proclaimed. Farm 
ers are then paid $2.50 per 
acre. 

The second type of assistance 
is given when the yield in 90 
townships is less than 12 bush¬ 
els per acre and the average 
price of wheat during August, 
September and October is less 
than 80 cents F'armers are then 
eligible for a variable bonus up 
to $2.00 per acre.

Changes just now effective in 
the Interim Program were de¬ 
signed to remove obstacles 
which have prevented many 
persons from using the branch 
as, Hon. Solon E. Low declared 
in a recent broadcast. He said 
every treasury branch will op¬ 
erate as a local office for var¬ 
ies government departments 
and will handle fire and life 
insurance, issue licenses and 
permits and conduct an infor 
mation service. 

Adminstration of estates 
were to be offered to the people 
of Alberta, Mr. Low stated. 
Iliteflto the people have been 
dependent upon private trust 
comanies and similar institut¬ 
ions for this service. This he 
said, was an important feature 
of the expansion of treasury 
branch services. 

Most important changes in 
Alberta’s Interim Progratne 
were in regard to tha Consumer 
bonus and the basis upon 
which it was paid, the Provinc¬ 
ial Treasurer continued. The 5 
per cent bonus on Alberta trade 
niaked goods lias been elimin¬ 
ated, but there is a bonus of 
2 per oent on all gcods purchas 
ed from a retailer with vouch¬ 
ers. The maximum bonus for 
any one account is two dollars 
P©r month. Mr. Low also ex¬ 
plained that deposits of trans¬ 
fer vounchers could in future 
be withdrawn in cash. 

WHAT PUBLIC WANT IN 

DRESSED POULTRY 

In 1942 more than 270,000,- 
000 pounds of dressed poultry 
were produced and it is expect¬ 
ed that this figure will be great 
ly exceeded in 1943. To hdd at 
least a part of the great increase 
in poultry consumption it will 
be necessary to market birds 
with even more flavour, states 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. This means that 
more Grade A Milkfed & Grade 
B Milkfed birds will have to 
be marketed, because the public 
has found these high grade 
b ; rds have the most pleasing 
flavour and are the most tender 
and palatable. In the words of 
the trade, they are “repent” 
birds. 

A study of consumer prefer¬ 
ence discloses that producers 
would find it profitable to con 
cern themselves about the size 
of bird consumers want. In 
turkeys, the demand is mostly 
for 10 to 16 lb. birds, although 
experiience shows there always 
will be a demand fdr a percent¬ 
age of large turkeys. 17 to 25 lb 
However, the 10 to 16 lb. tur¬ 
key is the popular selling size 
in the large consuming centres, 
and any great percentage of 
large turkeys in normal times 
is likely to go begging for a 
mrket. i - i 

With respect to large and 
medium sized chickens it ap¬ 
pears that the medium size "ill 
be the most popular, with large 
birds in limited demand. Great 
Britain has always favoured a 
medium sized bird for many
